As a result of the conference held 
here yesterday afternoon in the Inter¬ 
ests of the settlement of the rate war 
between Victoria, and Seattle, there Is 
a feeling that the C. P. R. and the In¬ 
land Navigation Company may now 
come to some arrangement. It was 
made clear at the conference that as 
far as the Victoria Board of Trade was 
concerned it was not prepared to take 
a part In the settlement of the rate 
question: Thai was so met hi n g with ~ 
which the rival companies would have 
to deni themselves. The representatives 
of the two concerns were brought to¬ 
gether—J. Green, of the Inland Naviga¬ 
tion Company, and Capt. Troup and E. 
J. Coyle, of the- C. P. R. That their 
meeting was reciprocally satisfactory 
as paving the way for a settlement Was 
shown by the fact that they all left 
later on the steamer Princess Victoria 
for Seattle, whefe. negotiations were 
continued looking to an agreement be¬ 
ing reached. 

The conference yesterday afternoon 
was attended by the conciliation com- 
mittee appointed by Seattle business 
men. Messrs. Heeferman. Goldsmith 
and J. H. Caldwell, represented the 
Seattle Chamber of Commerce, mer¬ 
chants and manufacturers. Capt. Troup 
and E. J. Coyle represented the C. P. 
R., and President J. Green, the Inland 
Navigation Company. 

The committee of the local Board of 
Trade consisted of President F. A. 
Paulino. C. F. Todd, Simon Leiser and 
D. R. Ker. The local committee made 
it perfectly plain what Its position was. 
In effect they represented that Victoria 
business Interest had asked the C. P. 
R. to put a steamboat on the route. 
That ha<\ been done. There was no rea¬ 
son for a change of position on the sub¬ 
ject and no arrangement would be 
agreeable to the Victoria business men 
which would have the affect'of the C. 
P. U. leaving the route. It was fur¬ 
ther pointed out that the quitting of 
tho route during any part of the year 
\ p it. not be rt5tre~wrnr 

the sanction of the Victoria business 
interests* While there was no objec¬ 
tion to the Seattle company continuing 
on the line they could not agree to the 
I C. P. It. quitting In view of all the 
! aspects of the situation. 

This side being made clear the point 
came up as to whether something could 
not ho done by the committee in con¬ 
nection with the rates charged. The 
local men intimated that with the rates 
changed they were not prepared to 
deal. That was something effecting the 
two companies and with them the solu¬ 
tion lay.

London, June 3.—A rank outsider 
Signorinetta, owned by E. Glnlstrelll, 
and quoted In the betting at 100 to 1 
against, to-day defeated all favorites, 
and captured the Derby stake, valued 
at 6,500 sovereigns and the greatest 
prize of the turf world. Signorinetta 
simply cantered home from the hot 
favorites by two lengths. A neck only 
divided the second horse, the Duke of 
Portland’s Primer, and the third, Bark¬ 
ley Walker's Longwm. 

■—Mercutto ted to the nitre post when 
August Belmont’s Norman III. drew to 
the front. The American horse, how¬ 
ever. going down the hill, was over¬ 
hauled by Mountain Apple. Mountain 
Apple held tho load with Signornetta. 
Primer and Llangwm in close attend¬ 
ance until a quarter of a mile from 
home when Signorinetta came on with 
a rush and romped home, the easiest of 
winners. Mountain Apple was fourth. 

All Roads Lead to Epsom. 

London. June 3.—Lured by the fact 
that at least half the horses which are 
to run In the historic Derby to-day 
are considered possible winners, the 
largest crowd that has been seen In 
many years has found Us way to Ep¬ 
som Downs. Special trains from dif¬ 
ferent points In the provinces landed 
scores of thousands of persons at the 
Downs early In the day. while one 
hundred special trains left the various 


States.

4.500 J acres, thus becoming one of 
the largest landed proprietors In the 
world. He/ further contracted to build 
eight steamers for the carriage of 
prssengers and goods to ply on each of 
the large bays of the Island, to main¬ 
tain and run the same, to purchase 
and operate the drydock In St. John's 
harbor, and the whole of the land lines 
of telegraph; to maintain and operate 
an (lectrlc street railway, etc.

Ladysmith. June 2.—A big deal In 
real estate was effected this Week-end.

A Victoria gen¬ 
tleman with money to Invest had his 
attention drawn to . th 
block on First avenue and Roberts 
street. Upon Investigation he found he 
could not hope to make an Investment 
that would give better returns, and a 
bargain was only the work of a few 
minutes. Mayor Nicholson raised his 
figure and got it, and the property pass¬ 
ed out of his hands. He is now look¬ 
ing for a good site In order to build 
again. Aid. Campbell has been offered 
$5,000 for his lot on the corner of First 
avenue and Galscre street. He has not 
as yet decided to close with the ofTer. 
but the figure marks an advance on 
anything previously named: and all the 
Indications point to a quick market 
and a general rise In real estate values. 


Lille, France, June 3.—Charles Von 
Mile Vlch, of Philadelphia, has been 
languishing In jail here for the past 
fortnight on an extradition warrant 
from Tournal, Belgium, charging him 
with robbing his father-in-law of $400 
while visiting him at Frasnes, Belgium, 
early In Ma y. The authorities of Lille 
have treated Von Mile Vlch, who pro¬ 
tests his Innocence, with great harsh¬ 
ness. They refuse to permit him to see 
his wife, and for a time they would 
not allow him to communicate with the 
United States consular agent here. Lat¬ 
er they ignored » communication from 
Mr. King, the consul, transmitting a 
confession from Von Mile Vlch’s sister- 
in-law, declaring that she took the 
money In questitift to enable her to ac¬ 
company Von Mile Vlch to America. 
Mr. King has asked United States Am¬ 
bassador White and Consul General 
Mason at Paris to intervene In the mat¬ 
ter.

BRITAIN SATISFIED. 


Giant Cunard Steamships Earn Annual 
Subsidy of $760,000. 


W. L. MACKENZIE KING 
WILL BE ENTERTAINED 


New York. June 8.—The Lusitania and 
Mauretania have earned for the Cunard 
Steamship Company an annual subsidy of 
$750,000, according to a cable message 
from Liverpool received yesterday hy the 
New York representatives of the Cunard 
line, stating that the -British government 
announced in parliament that the two 
great steamers had fulfilled all condltlAiS 
of the subsidy agreement.

From Mar¬ 
blehead rock the course lay about 
south, southeast, and It was expected 
that the yachts would be clear of Cape 
Cod before nightfall.

horseback riding in Rock Creek Park. 

The president was riding a new 
horse, a young animal. His party rode 
down through a cut In a bank, forded 
a creek and were ascending the bank 
on the other side. The president's 
horse reared on reaching the top of 
the hank, fell over backwards Into the 
creek with the president. Feeling that 
he was going backwards. Mr- Roose¬ 
velt leaped from the saddle, and as 
luck would have It. foil into the creek 
close beside the horse, which landed 
on Its back. The horse was captured 
at once, the president remounted and 
rode for an hour and a half before re¬ 
turning to the White House. The fall 
from the horse's back to the stream 
was a distance of not more than ten 
feet. Neither the president nor the 
horse received the slightest Injury. Mr. 
Roosevelt was dressed In khaki, and 
the fact that he got thoroughly wet 
did not become apparent to thoso who 
saw him after the accident.

Mr. Porter says:. "Melton's wag an¬ 
other Derby worthy of notice. Archer 
had ridden Paradox in the Two Thou¬ 
sand (when he won), and he found out 
his peculiarities—not racing unless he 
had another horse alongside of him.

Austrian Completes Record Journey, 
but Loses Wife on Way.

Anton Hauslian, a Viennese who, in 
consequence of a bet, started on Sep¬ 
tember 12, 1900, to make the tour of the 
world pushing a light cart containing 
his wife and child, returned to Vienna 
recently, having completed his task. 

During his seven years' wanderings 
Hauslian walked 31,250 miles, his dally 
average being twelve miles. His equip¬ 
ment, which comprised a tent and 
cooking utensils, weighed 400 pounds. 
During his tour he wore out 104 pairs 
of shoes, and took 18.000 photographs. 

He traversed Europe, America, Aus¬ 
tralia, and China, and got Into trouble 
during the Russo-Japanese war, nar¬ 
rowly escaping being phot as a spy. 
The excitement caused by this Incident 
caused his wife to suffer from a ner¬ 
vous attack which Anally resulted last 
year In her death. 

Hauallan's most trying time was in 
Arizona, where he saw no house for six 
days, and had no water for four. He

Local strawberries ar© now on the 
market. The first day they appeared 
they retailed at 50 rents a pound. The 
next they were down to 35 cents, and 
now they are going at considerably lean 
than that. The crop has been very 
alow in maturing. The natural result 
of this will be that the fruit will be very 
large and the crop correspondingly 
heavy. If all goes well the growers 
will make a record clean-up. J-ast year 
they sold about three hundred dollars' 
worth of fruit to the ucre, but this sea¬ 
son they will hardly stop at doutylo that 
amount. 

Twenty thousand crates have already 
been sent out Into the country to the 
growers* loch crate containing twenty- 
four boxes. When these are filled, four 
hundred and eighty thousand pounds 
will have been marketed, but It Is es¬ 
timated that this will scarcely be two- 
thlrds of the whole output Just around 
this city, but that at least tea thousand 
more crates will be required. 

It Is needless to say that the city of 
Victoria can hardly consume that many 
berries in one season, besides the fruit 
that Is grown In almost every garden. 
I^arge quantities of them will be ship¬ 
ped to the prairies where they will he 
distributed through the agency of the 
British Columbia Fruit and Produce 
Exchange. 

The figures given above represent the 
berries being handled by the local Fruit 
Growers’ Association. - As there are one 
or two growers who are outside of this 
-organization, the add ition of what they 
grow to the total will make a vary laft* 
output for a comparatively small dis¬ 
trict such as that represented. At the 
snmc time It will give an Idea of the 
magnitude of the business, and of the

frcm some unknown cause In the resi¬ 
dence of Mr. BlhCk on Twentieth street, 
between Westminster avenue and On¬ 
tario street, It entirely consumed the 
building, extended to the adjoining 
residence, belonging to Mr. Gray, and 
burning It to the ground, and then at¬ 
tacking still a third house near by.

that netted money for enterprising 
and Imaginative scribes In the days of 
the Alaska rush. Is recalled by the 
arrival of N. J. Brown with a story of 
finding a huge eraft on a high hill 
above the Chandlar river. 

Few years ago Casey Moran’s tale 
of the discovery of "Noah’s Ark" in the 
district referred to. was, with multi¬ 
tudinous embellishments, peculiar to 
the enterprising, If not absolutely ver¬ 
acious. journalism of that time In the 
Yukon, circulated through a large por¬ 
tion of the American press with no 
little success, Inasmuch as the weird 
descriptive narratives which grew out 
of It convinced many credulous per¬ 
sons that It was the original boat¬ 
house of the Biblical story. 

Brown, who "mushed” Into Dawson 
from the country above Chandlar river 
head-waters recently, tells of coming 
upon a gigantic craft 100 yards long, 
of immense beam and covered with a 
house one-story In height, which meas¬ 
ured over 12 feet to the eaves. Upon 
the walls of this strange argosy were 
Inscribed character of an unique type, 
among which, so Brown declares, were 
some letters of the Russian alphabet. 

The ‘'Ark." which Is undoubtedly the 
original figure of Casey Moran’s sen- 
national tale, was found by Brown on 
a high hill overlooking a string of lakes 
some 30 odd miles above the head¬ 
waters of the Chandlar river. The In¬ 
dian* In the neighborhood have used 
the place as a residence and as a stor¬ 
age place for the fish which they catch 
in the lakes, making it a general ren- 
devous. 

Brown, as befits a discover with 
such a common-place name, is not 
possessed of the Imagination and In¬ 
genious powers of narration which 
characterised the Irishman who first 
unearthed, whether through personal 
experience or vague rumor, the curious 
vessel. He advances the very prosaic 
and practical idea that the so-called 
"Ark" is nothing more than a floating 
fortress used by the Russians or their 
predecessors in Alaska, and left strand¬ 
ed, high above the present water-mark, 
by some physical transmogrification of 
the vicinity in which It has been found, 
and in which. It Is rensonable to sup¬ 
pose from its great bulk and general 
unwelldlness, It was put together.
